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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
17, 2002 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The phrase "can be" in claim 1, line 2 is vague and indefinite for it does not 
positively recite the claim limitation. Is the bag being supplied on a conveying surface? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Geyssel 
(4,584,046). 

Geyssel discloses an apparatus for applying a drinking straw to a receiving 
surface of a stand up bag comprising: transfer means (figure 9) which rotates a transfer 
drum 20, stand up bag 12, drinking straw 11, and conveying surface 13; the transfer 
means is arranged so that the drinking straw while being handed over encloses an 
acute angle 9 (marked as 9 by the examiner on figure 9) with the conveying surface. 
The angle 9 corresponds to the angle forms by the stand up bag receiving surface and 
the opposite side surface of the bag lies on the conveying surface. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed October 17, 2002 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In respond to the applicant's argument that "Geyssel does not teach or suggest 
that the side surface lying on the conveyor surface is the side that is opposite the straw 
receiving surface", the examiner refers the applicant back to the paragraph 5 (Response 
to Arguments) of the paper No. 12 (Final Office Action). In addition, figure 9 of Geyssel 
clearly shows that the side surface, that is generally opposite to the receiving surface, is 
resting on the conveyor surface 13 as recites in claim 1 . Further more, the bag recites 
in claims 1 and 5 do not provide any structure limitations to the applicant's claimed 
invention, which are the conveyor and the straws transfer means. Finally, it has been 
held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is 
intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art 
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apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 
1647(1987).
